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"We delire not to intmeddle wich bf in the leaft* 
tointernipt-the fling of the Presbyreriall\Go-' 
vernment : fior doe we ſecke to open'a way to lt- 
centions libertie' under pretence of obtaining caſe 
for render conſciences; wee profeife-as ever in 
thele things, When the State have once' made a 
ſettlement,we have nothing to lay but to ſubmit or 
fuffer, onely wee could wiſh that every good Citi-' 
zen,” and” every man that” walkes peaceably in a 
bhameleffe converlation, and 1s beneficiall to the 
Common-wealth,may have hbertieand encourage- 
ment ;- it beingaccording to the juſt policie of all 
States,even to juſtice it lelfe. oe 
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"Theſe in briefe are our defires,and the things for 
which wee'ſtand, beyond which we ſhall not goe, 
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hearts wee intend nor evill cowards you, declaring 
withall confidence and affurance that if you appear 
not againſt usin theſe 6ur juſt deſires to affift that” 
wicked partie that'' would imbroyle us' and the 
Kingdome, nor wee nor our Souldjers ſhall [3 
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ſhall: here waite; ' or ea further diſtance 
there to abide, if once wee bee aflured that 
a ſpeedy ſettlement of things bee. in hand, untill 
they bee accompliſhed ; which done, wee ſhall bee 
moſt ready either all of us,or ſo many of the Army 
as the Parliament ſhall thinke fir, to disband or 
 goe forTreland; And although you may ſuppoſe: 
thata rich Cirre may fſeeme an inticing baireto 
poor hungry Ffouldiers to venture farre to gaine 
che wealth thereof, yer if not provoked by you, 
wee doc profeſle rather then any, ſuch evillſhould 
| fall out the Sonldiers ſhall make their way through 

our blood to effect it, and we'can ſay this for moſt 
of them, for your betteraſſurance, that they 1o lit- 
tle value their pay in' compariſon of higher con 
cernments to a pubhhque'good, ' that rather then 
they will be unrighted in the matter of their hone- 
ſty and integritie, which hath Tiffered by the men 
they ayme at,and defire juſtice upon, or want the 
ſettlement of the kingdomes peace, and theirs with 
their fellow SubjzeQs Liberties, they will loſe all; 
which may bee aftronp alſaratice to you, that it's 
not your wealththey {ecke, but the things tending 
in common to yourand their welfare that they may 

attaine, you ſhall doe like fellow Subje&s and 
Brethren if that you ſollicit the Parliament for + 
them,and on their behalfe.
